Confusion over the placement of 
airport lights, markings, etc., led to a 


return trip to Elba by officials of the © 


Alabama Department of Aeronautics 
last Wednesday morning. Mr. Bob 
Rogers and Mrs. James Beck had been 
in Elba the week before, had written a 
letter spelling out the needs for placing 
the ‘'threshold lights’’ after extending 
the runway. The need for lowering a 
hump and the intersection of the two 
runways was also discussed at the 
Wednesday meeting. 

The men explained that Federal 
standards called for the exact placement 
of the lights to tell pilots the airlane 
clearance at night, and painted mark- 
ings to give the information during 
daylight hours. 

Rogers was assisted by engineers: 
from Dorsey Trailers in establishing the 
area to be repaired to smooth out the 
hump in the North-South runway. He 
recommended the gradual build-up of 
the runway with gravel and asphalt as 
the best method, and suggested ways to 
get the work accomplished. Rogers said 
that while grading down the runway 
would work, it would destroy the 
East-West runway and was not his 
recommended method.

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ArmyEngineers Plan Flood Control 


The Army Corps of Engineers held a 
public workshop in Elba, Geneva and 
also in Caryville, Florida, concerning 
flood control, hydropower, navigation 
and other needs of the Choctawhatchee 
River and tributaries, including the Pea 
River. 


The meeting in Elba began with an 
outline of the flooding history of the 
system, the background of the previous 
work done by the Corps in the area, and 
how formal requests from mayors in 
Elba and Geneva, following the 1975 
flood, led to instructions from Congress 
for this data collection and report. 


It was pointed out that the present 
levee around Elba has worn down over 
the yedrs, and neither original design 
nor maintenance over the years match 
with current engineering thinking. The* 
drainage valves under the levee, height 
of the levee, and the slope of the sides 
would be different under current 
thinking, said Mr. William H. Reid, 
who is heading the project. 


The study will continue for several 
months, with the final report due to 
Congress in 1983. 


Flooding during February, 1975, 
occurred after a heavy rainfall of over 
nine inches in 24 hours in the upper 
portions of the Pea River watershed, 
Waters inundated about 11,000 acres in 
the vicinity of Elba, of which 1,300 acres 
were crops, 2,700 were pasture, and 
7,000 were hardwood forest. The 
flooding caused the evacuation of about 
800 people, and it damaged roads, 
utilities, farmlands, residential proper- 
ties and commercial establishments, 
Total urban damages at Elba were 
estimated after the flood to be $140,000: 
The major portion of these damages 
occurred near the confluence of the Pea 
River and Whitewater Creek, and 
involved 40 homes, all located outside 
the levee. However, the existing levee 
reduced flood damages by about 
$500,000.

Now, we don’t want to start a fuss over 
something none of us can control, but feel the good mayor is 
wearing his feelings on his sleeve when he gets upset over a 
news article in The Dothan Eagle, when all it is doing is 
Stating facts. .. P.S. Obviously, the Geneva mayor was at one 
time concerned about flooding, as he reportedly requested 
this study by the Army Engineers! 


A lot of folks in Elba are upset that che Cafe Bonaparte is now 
closed, We join in this thinking, as the food was fine and the 
fame of the food was spreading far and wide, even during the 
few short months the restaurant was open.

ALABAMA LUNG 
INVADERS IN THE DUST 


Storms that swirl contam- 
inated dust can be hazardous 
to people’s lungs and lives. 

Two winters ago, a freak 
windstorm swept across a 
valley in southern California. 
Soon after, there was a sharp 
upsurge in instances of a 
fungus disease called cocci- 
dioidomycosis. The disease 
appeared as much as 400 
miles farther north. 

The winds scattered the 
dust over an area larger than 
the entire state of Maine. 
More than 500 people be- 
came infected by the fungus. 
Six died. 

According to the Ameri- 
can Lung Association, cocci 
is a sickness of degree. Most 
people inhaling the spores do 
not get sick at all. The lungs’ 
defenses work well enough to 
trap the spores in the carpet 
of mucus that moves inside 
the air tubes. The mucus 
sends the spores into the 
mouth where they are either 
spit out or swallowed harm- 
lessly, 

If the mucus does not trap 
all the cocci spores,however, 
the spores can settle deep in 

the lungs where they develop 
into pods that are filled with 
even tinier seeds. When the 
pods burst open, the seeds 
spread in the lungs and can 
invade the bones, brain and 
skin. 


Every year 100,000 
people in the United States -- 
most of them in the South- 
west -- develop cocci, says 
the lung association. Most 
are between the ages of 25 
and SS, although anyone can 
become infected. Although 
more men than women dey- 
elop the disease, pregnant 
women are more susceptible 
to the most serious form of 
the disease when the spores 
spread throughout the body. 
For some unknown reason, 
peoplc with dark skin are 
also much more prone to the 
serious form than are lighter- 
skinned persons.

Thus was I introduced to 
Margaret Jones. 


The two weeks | spent in 
that workroom during first 
period allowed incontrovert- 
ible evidence that this lady, 
in the most exalted tradition, 
was called to be a teacher, 
Moreover, her administra- 
tors and colleagues, her 
students and friends cry in a 
single voice that the calling 
transcended contract hours. 
That this calling was some- 
thing more than imparting 
knowledge, though it was 
that; that it was more than 
her unequaled ability to 
illustrate human folly 
through the utilization of 
characters in literature, 
though it was that too; that it 
was more even than prying 
open the mind, and indeed it 
was that, is evidenced by the 
dimensions of the intellectual 
curiosity she ignited in her 
students, for her calling was 
a summons to excellence. 


This gifted person labor- 
ed to see an idea take root in 
a child's mind, and she 
opened the sensibilities of 
students to those timeless 
verities of the human heart 
through the vessel of literary 
art, reminding them that 
goodness and mercy, hope 
and despair are universal. 
Her reward was beholding 
the wonder, the promise, the 
portent. 


Margaret had arresting 
qualities, such as her eyes. 
Oh, what mighty things they 
were. Sometimes they look-

ed on the verge of betraying 
a bit of wisdom that her voice 
refused utterance. At other 
times they were inscrutable 
and full of mystery. Once I 
saw in them an ineffable 


sadness, and I thought, 
should she cry her tears 
would ‘‘bring on thunder.’’, 
In addition, there was her 


courtesy, not the lifeless 
technically \ précise thing 
served by )retdnders, but 


can issue only from a gener- 
ous heart and\a gentle spirit. 
Lastly, there -was that pris- 
tine cleanliness which envel-

Margaret’s. statuesque 
form was a familiar sight on 
the Milton campus, carrying 
her books and papers, smart- 
ly dressed, walking in tidi-, 
ness, and always seeming on 
a mission. She did ‘‘some 
little good, day by day 
instead of dreaming of doing 
great things by and by.” 


Now she has gone from 
amongst us, and her passing 
has draped a pall of gloom 
over those who knew her, 
Milton High must, and will, 
do without her, but her little 
girl will witness a legend 
take seed and flower watered 
by hundreds of students 
whose special link was Room 
35. That hallowed room was 
where the lady plied her 
trade of leading young minds 
down the paths of know- 
ledge, truth, and the pursuit 
of excellence. 


To bid farewell to such an 
exquisite life how fitting to 
have Robert Shaw conduct 
Brahms’ German Requiem 
on the Milton High audito- 
rium stage, where Margaret 
held Shakespeare in theatre 
so many times. This sublime 
eulogy is the perfect musical 
statement for her passing. 


May it be that pne 
student will write a history of 
Milton where he shall sutely 
speak of Margaret’ Jones, 
teacher. 


For a poetic eulogy, | find 
the words of Edna St. 
Vincent Millay suitable: ‘‘A 
fragment of what you felt, of 
what you knew, a formula, a 
phrase remains, but the best 
is lost.”’

Incidentally, the Better Boy 
produces deep red, globe- 
shaped fruits that are smooth 
and easy to peel.

A new variety named 
Four Way Hybrid has looked 
good in early tests. You may 
want to include a few of these 
plants to see how they do. I 
am not sure if this variety is 
available though. If it is, try 
a few around your place. 

Regardless of the vari- 
eties you select, be sure to 
buy those that are resistant 
to the wilts and to root knot 
nematodes. Resistance is 
usually indicated by the 
addition of the letters, V F N, 
to the variety name.
